The advent of Jumbo calls to mind an 
elephant story of many years ago. 
In the 
year 1833 the ships Cashmere, Captain 
Elias Davison, and the Sachem, Captain 
Albert Brown, were loading their cargoes 
of sugar at Bankok, Siam. 
Davison, who 
died only recently, was a genial, whole- 
souled fellow, a great wit, a practical 
joker, and wherever he went always made 
friends. 
The owner of tho Cashmere, 
Alfred Richardson, was distinguished for 
no one of these qualities. 
He was stern 
and morose, his prevailing characteristic 
beiDg an inordinate love of money and a 
disposition to squeeze it out of his em­ 
ployes on all favorable occasions. 
Davison 
had, 
by 
his 
pleasant 
manner, so in­ 
gratiated himself with his consignee at 
Siam that he was presented by him with a 
rather extraordinary “ cumshaw,” ore not 
usually received with thanks, but a pres­ 
ent that was really valuable if it could be 
brought safely home-—au elephant. 
It was 
a baby elephant just weaned, and as it re­ 
quired by no means such extensive accom­ 
modations as those allotted to Jumbo, the 
Captain stowed him away under the main 
hatch, where there was plenty of room for 
him, and, the ship not being full of sugar, 
boxed the hatch around with a rough sort 
of ventilator, laid in a extra supply of wa­ 
ter, rice and such other elephant suste­ 
nance as the passenger required, congratu­ 
lated himself on the probability of a sue. 
ces8ful adventure, and got under way for 
Boston. 
In the meantime, while these prepara­ 
tio n s were g o in g on, the Sachem had com­ 
pleted her c a rg o aud s a ile d . Having a start 
of a week, and b e in g a somewhat faster 
ship, she arrived about ten days before the 
Cashmere, and reported her ; for it must 
be remembered that there were no tele­ 
graphs or even steamships in those days. 
Five months were often occupied in bring­ 
ing the uews. 
So when Captain Brown ar­ 
rived he brought the Latest intelligence 
from Davison, and among other things told 
of the “ cumshaw.” 
When the Cashmere passed Boston light 
the wind was ahead, and, the tide soon 
running ebb, she anchored in Nantucket 
Roads. 
Tugboats being unknown, the 
Captain left the ship in charge of the pilot, 
to be brought up to town on the next day, 
and took a shore boat himself. 
He was a 
prompt business mau, and knowing that 
his owner appreciated this quality, he 
brought his papers and accounts with him, 
and presented himself at the office imme­ 
diately on landing. 
He had made a good 
voyage ; the price of sugar was high, and 
so he received a cordial greeting. 
The 
papers were at once produced. 
“ Here are my disbursements and my 
accounts current,” said Captain Davison. 
“ You will find them all correct, sir. 
I 
overdrew a little, and there is a balance 
dne you of 83(54 25.” 
Mi. Richardson scanned the documents, 
carefully added up the columns and pro­ 
nounced them satisfactory. 
“ Except one 
thing, Captain. 
You have not allowed me 
any freight on that elephant.” 
“ Elephant!” 
returned 
the 
Captain. 
“ Who told you I had an elephant 1" 
“ Oh, I know all about it,” replied Mr. 
Richardson; “ and I didn’t think you 
would try to smuggle him in tfiis way.” 
Davison did not permit himself to show 
any resentment, but calmly argued that 
the elephant was presented to him, that he 
occupied room otherwise vacant, and that 
he provided at his own cost for his food 
and water. 
“ ’Twon’t do, ’tw on't do, sir,” replied 
the calculating shipowner, “ the ship is 
mine, and I shall charge you freight—or,” 
he added after some reflection, " I will 
take the elephant over for my account. 
He ought to bring a good price at a show, 
and you had that object in view, hadn’t 
you ? ” 
Captain Davison acknowledged th at he 
had. 
“ W ell,” replied Mr. Richardson, “ peo­ 
ple speak of me as being close, and all 
that, but I’ll show you that I am not. 
T here! 
I’ll take him over and square 
our account.” 
“ I ’m in your power, Mr. Richardson,” 
replied tiie Captain, mournfully; “ but it 
is hard on me, for I did think when I got 
the elephant that I would get 82,000 for 
him at least. 
Can t you make it any 
more ? ” 
Mr. Richardson was a pious man, but he 
answered, “ Not one—cent!” and so the 
bargain was completed. 
On the next day the Cashmere came up 
to the city. 
Mr. Richardson and the Cap­ 
tain stood up«n the wharf, the latter 
superintending the hauling in. 
“ Mr. Ilallett,” shouted the owner to 
the chief mate, “ you might as well be get­ 
ting up a tackle to hoist out the elephant.” 
“ Aye, aye, sir,” returned the m ate; 
“ as soon as she is in at the wharf.” 
“ Mind, be careful not to hurt him,” re­ 
turned the owner, thinking of the two or 
three thousand dollars in store for him. 
Whereupon 
Captain 
Davison 
disre­ 
spectfully punched his elbow into the 
owner’s side and whispered in his ear : 
“ Guess he can’t be hurt much. 
He died 
day before yesterday off Cape Cod. 
He’ll 
look well stuffed aud it won’t cost you 
anything to feed him.” 
It was the old Captain’s last voyage, and 
he felt independent. 
He made more than 
$3(54 25 out of that dead elephant, for he 
used afterward in his subsequent career of 
wharfinger on Granite wharf to spin this 
yarn and lie back in his chair laughing 
with a laugh that prolonged his life at the 
remembrance of the way in which he 
squared his account.—[New York Evening 
I’ost.

Galvanized iron will corrode after six or 
seven years’ exposure to moisture. 
The friction of a belt is claimed to be 
double as much on wood as it is on iron. 
Silver is the moat perfect reflecting metal, 
absorbing less than three per cent, of the 
rays of light. 
The Roane Iron Company, of Chatta­ 
nooga, has received from England a $53,000 
order for steel blooms. 
To tin small castings clean and boil them 
with scrapB of block tin in a strong solu­ 
tion of cream of tartar. 
A laboratory of electricity, under the 
charge of M. Cochery, will be established 
with the surplus funds of the recent elec­ 
trical exhibition at Baris. 
A piece of zinc placed on the live coals 
in a hot stove will effectually clean out a 
stove-pipe, the vapor produced carrying 
off soet by chemical decomposition. 
Honey made entirely by machinery is on 
sale in New York markets, and an ex­ 
change says it looks 10 per cent, better 
than any bit of work ever yet attempted 
by bees. 
A varnish for producing an imitation of 
ground glass may be oomposed of the fol- . 
lowing substances: Sandarac, 18 parts; 
mastic. 4 parts ; ether, 200 parts ; bedzol, 
80 to 100 parts. 
Wood piled in a tank and covered with 
quicklime, which is gradually slacked with 
water, is said to acquire great hardness 
and consistency after the lime has acted 
upon it for a week or more. 
To oxidize gold, silver and brass : I’aint 
the parts to Ira oxidized with a solution of 
chloride of platinum, then let dry. 
To 
make the chloride of platinum in solution, 
dissolve one drachm in two ounces of hot 
water. 
A patent recently granted in Vienna and 
Berlin uses bands of steel, which are tem­ 
pered and hardened, to transmit motion 
from one pulley to the other, the faces of 
the pulleys being turned perfectly flat and 
then faced with a varnish of rosin, shellac 
and asphalt. 
Regarding explosions in flour mills, Mr. 
Thomas J. Richards, of the British Board 
of Trade, says that the elements of danger 
exist in all corn mills, the difference being 
in degree merely, and not in kind. 
Al­ 
though disasters of the explosive sort are 
rare, they are ever liable to occur in al! 
corn mills, and cause accidents more or less 
disastrous. 
An extensive iron manufacturing firm of 
Pittsburg has opened a new field of labor 
for women, and will soon turn out female 
blacksmiths and iron workers by the hun­ 
dred. 
Two or three hundred girls are al­ 
ready employed, ranging in age from 15 to 
20 years. 
The labor performed by them, 
it is said, is not heavy, and they can earn 
from 75 cents to $2 50 per day. 
The following proportions are said to 
give an excellent ink, which, while not 
drving up on the pad, will yet not readily 
smear when not impressed upon the paper : 
Aniline red (violet), 00 grains ; boiling 
distilled water, 1 ounce ; glycerine, half a 
teaspoonful ; 
treacle, half as much as 
glycerine. 
The crystals of the violet dye 
to be powdered and rubbed up with the 
boiling water, and the other ingredients 
stirred in. 
Crushed coke is becoming a favorite 
household fuel in certain parts of the coun­ 
try, especially in the W est, being manu­ 
factured on a large scale in the vicinity of 
Latrobe, Pa., where the works can scarcely 
keep pace with the demand. The Ewjinetr- 
ing ami Mining Journal asks if our gas 
companies, which find it difficult to get rid 
of their coke to best advantage, could not 
enlarge their market by giving more atten­ 
tion to its preparation in a similar way. 
The comparative strength of wire and 
manila rope was severely tested in the at­ 
tem pt of the Persian Monarch to tow the 
disabled steamer Edam. 
The tow-line, as 
described by Captain Duncombe, was a 
composite affair, the two ends being of 
manila and the central portion of vire, the 
whole attached to the steamer by a spring. 
In repeated efforts the manila yielded every 
time, and at last went to pieces, so that the 
Edam was abandaned to her fate.

wire portions remained intact.

A strange city is Chicago. 
Forty-three 
years ago there were 4,170 residents in 
this village ; now there are more than half 
a million. 
Forty-eight years ago the first 
Bchooner sailed into its riv er; this year 
12,000 vessels enter it, and in the season of 
navigation more vessels enter this river 
than enter the three largest Atlantic ports 
during the same months. 
Less than fifty 
years ago the final treaty with the Indians 
was made, involving the title to this re­ 
gion ; to-day there are more voluntary 
transfers of real estate annually than in 
New York, Philadelphia and Boston com­ 
bined. 
I-ess than eighty years ago the 
first white man took up his residence 
here ; to day this immense city covers more 
than 50 square miles of densely populated 
area. 
The pioneers all built o! logs ; now 
there is sent from this port lumber enough 
to fill a continuous freight train from here 
to Boston, and from Boston to W ashington. 
It is hut a little time since the first settler 
kept a pig in his own “ sty,” now the city 
slaughters and ships cneragh hogs to make 
a continuous line from Boston to San Fran­ 
cisco, back to Boston, and Chicago again. 
Thirty-two years ago the first railroad was 
built here ; now there are 10,000 miles of 
railroad with headquarters in this city. 
Twenty-three years ago the first horse-car 
was seen in the streets; now there are a 
hundred and thirty miles of continuous 
horse railway tracks. 
Lew than fifty years 
ago the first driving carriage was seen in 
the streets. 
To day the finest liveries of 
the county arc here. 
Forty-seven year» 
ago the first bank was established on a 
primitive scale; 
to-day one dry goods 
house sells over tw enty millions dollars 
worth of goods annually. 
Fifty years ago 
the first school wa3 opened in a room 
twelve feet square, with store boxes for 
benches ; to day in addition to the num­ 
berless public schools there are fifty col­ 
leges, universities, theological seminaries 
and charitable institutions in the city. 
Fifty years ago next August, the first Sun­ 
day-school in the city was organized, before 
there was a school-house, church, or minis­ 
ter in the settlement.

It is proposed to introduce the culture of 
flax into Southern Australia. I t is thought 
that the seed and lint can be exported 
cheaper than any of the crops generally 
raised. 
Henry Quimby, of the Western New 
York Farmer’s Club, thinks that a 100- 
acre farm will produce more with one- 
fifth of it judiciously planted to timber than 
if the whole surface were kept under the 
plow. 
An Illinois farmer cleared his orchard of 
canker-worms by spraying the trees once 
with a solution made as follows, and ap­ 
plied with a force-pump : 
Boil six pounds 
of arseuic in sixty gallons of water to dis­ 
solve it, and then reduce it to one pound 
in 150 gallons.—[Farmer’s Review.

need spreading out, cut the young shoots 
off just above a bud on the outside of a 
shoot ; and if you want to train upward, 
leave a bud on the upper side of the limb 
where you cut it o ft—[Chicago Journal. 
One is sometimes troubled when frying 
cakes by a sediment forming in the lard, 
which darkens it and sticks to the outside 
of the cakes. 
To remedy this, peel and 
wash raw potatoes, cut them in slices an 
inch thick, and drop them into the hot 
lard. 
They will readily absorb the black 
particles, and yon can easily take them 
out with a skimmer and not waste the 
lard. 
A good way to regulate a child’s stom­ 
ach and bowels is to give him a little bowl 
of oatmeal and milk every day for break­ 
fast or dinner; see that it is well salted, 
as salt promotes digestion. 
The ailments 
of a child who is in a normal condition 
almost always proceed from the stomach, 
and much may be done for our children 
by paying some attention to their diet and 
so avoid giving medicine as much as pos­ 
sible. 
A roast of beef can be greatly improved 
in flavor and made mnch more tender if 
the jnioe of a large lemon is squeezed all 
over it after it is placed in the dripping 
pan. 
Cut the lemon in halves and squeeze 
out all the juice, removing the pips. Then 
peel off the rind as you pare an apple with 
a sharp knife and put under the ribs or sir­ 
loin of the beef. 
Let the beef roast for 
half an hour without any water in the 
dripping pan, as the lemon juice will be 
sufficient to keep it from hurning. 
Then 
add the usual amount of boiling water and 
baste it very frequently. 
Pepper the roast 
when put into tie oven, but do not sprin­ 
kle salt over it until it is taken from the 
pan, as it extracts the juice of the meat. 
Flour the roast with the dredging box half 
an hour before it is taken from the ovtn.—

figures are analyzed. 
Of the total increase 
as much as sixty five per oent. was in the 
population of Paris alone, and the other 
large towns account for the remainder.

is clear, therefore, that a system of peas­ 
ant proprietors is not of itself adequate 
to stem the tide of migration into the 
cities.

cal economists is that the greatest de­ 
crease of 
population has 
occurred in 
the most prosperous districts, suoh as 
Normandy to d the valleys of the Garonne, 
while on the poor soil of Bretagne and 
Haute Vienna there has been a slight in­ 
crease. 
Agricultural districts have not 
generally been taken as instances of placet 
" where wealth accumulates and men de­ 
cay.”

T h e S a l i o y l t c T r e a t m e n t o r R heu­ 
matism.—Dr. Maclagao, of England, who 
introduced the salicylic treatm ent of rheu­ 
matism, has recently published a work de­ 
fending the treatm ent and insisting on its 
advantages over every other method. 
Of 
the thirty salicylic compounds, bat two 
betides salicine itself are employed—sali­ 
cylic acid and salicylate of soda. 
After an 
ample trial, carried through several years 
of practice, he concludes that in rheuma­ 
tism thirty grains of salicine should be 
given every hour until pain abates, and 
then every two hours during the day for a 
few days, and afterwards gradually with­ 
drawn. 
He insists on the large doees *a 
necessary to develop the full benefit* of the 
medicine. 
Much complaint has been made 
in various quartors of the failure of tho 
salicylic treatm ent, and it is quite probable 
that this has resulted from insufficient 
doses. 
Wo ourselves havo generally been 
content with fifteen or twenty-grain dose* 
every two hours in the form of saficylste of 
soda, from which good results follow in the 
large proportion of cases.—[Pacific Medical 
and Surgical Journal.

THE GRAIN GAMBLING PROSPECT. 
The other day grain gambling was for­ 
mally inaugurated at the San Francisco 
Stock Exchange, and the President of that 
institution made a speech on the occa- 
siou, in which occurred the following 
suggestive remarks : “ W e all remember 
“ how long it took, before the business of 
“ the Stock Exchange grew until they 
“ had sold the Comstoek over and 
“ over again a dozen or a score of 
“ times within a year. And it will be the 
“ same with the Grain Exchange. It may 
I “ not come at cnee, but the time will come 
“ when we shall sell the entire crop of the 
“ State many times over.” Truly, these 
are encouraging words, and it is indeed a 
noble prospect to which the Fresident of 
the Stock Exchange thus points. 
He 
holds out the hope that at no distant period 
the rage for gambling which has made the 
institution over which he presides a 
curse to the State, will include the 
grain crop as well as the mines, aud that 
the sharpers who, producing nothing them­ 
selves, 
but 
wasting continually, aro 
more mischievous thau the Chinese, will 
luxuriate in anew “ market” of a kind 
as legitimate, as useful, and as respectable, 
as the game of three-card-monte. It is 
an) thing but a good indication that the 
grain gambling scheme has been at length 
begun. 
It shows that < alifornia is 
still to be injured by the passion for 
I gambling in every form which the Stock 
Exchange has so sedulously cultivated, 
I and the unconscious way in which this 
j new evil has been announced proves how 
completely the demoralization of the stock 
market has pervaded business circles in 
San Francisco. 
The few feeble attem pts which have been 
made to justify the grain gambling enter­ 
prise have only served to demonstrate the 
absence of all legitimate grounds for it. The 
absurdity of the undertaking from a busi­ 
ness point of view was admitted by the 
speaker we have 
quoted when he 
declared that the only possible outcome of 
the transaction would be to “ sell the 
“ entire crop many times over.” Out of 
such a business nothing can or is indeed 
expected to issue but fat pickings for 
brokers and capitalist speculators. These 
persona count upon making their profits 
out of the ignorance and inexperience of 
the general public. 
They are in no 
worthier occupation than the proprietors of 
faro games, in fact. 
They are non-pro­ 
ducers. They add nothing to the wealth 
of the community. They live by fleecing 
their neighbors. Their whole energies are 
devoted to diverting the earnings of the 
producers from legitimate channels to their 
own pockets. They are parasites and leeches 
upon the body politic, and their influ­ 
ence is altogether harmful and bad. The 
pretense that their betting stimulates com­ 
merce is utterly false. They are not 
wanted in commerce at all, but occupy 
there a position as illegitimate as that of 
buceaniers. They have as a class done 
infinite mischief to the people of the Pacific 
coast, and they cannot point to a single 
really valuable result as the work of their 
hands. 
The Stock Exchange has for years made 
tho rich richer and the poor poorer. It 
has been an open drain in which three 
fourths of the surplus eirniDgs of thou­ 
sands of industrious and hard-working 
men and women have been sunk. Where 
it has brought wealth to one it has en­ 
tailed ruin upon a thousand. It has ena­ 
bled a little group of rich men to bleed 
the public at will. 
It has covered up 
and protected tho most colossal and 
shameless frauds in the administration of 
mining property. It haB served as a ma­ 
chinery for swindling on a grand scale. It 
has repeatedly paralyzed industry, put a 
stop to improvements, prevented the estab­ 
lishment of manufactures. 
All its ten­ 
dencies have been sinister and immoral. 
It has operated as a constant temptation to 
the w’eak and foolish. It has led men to 
suicide and women to shame. It has de­ 
veloped the moat sordid, knavish, brutal 
qualities among the men who have been 
devoted to it. It has been the cause of 
brothers robbing brothers, of fathers ruin­ 
ing sons, of intimate friends lying to and 
cheating one another, of the breaking up 
of homes, of treachery and fraud and even 
murder. 
It has often been remarked that Cali­ 
fornia did not advance nearly so fast as 
many other States possessing fewer re­ 
sources. A potential cause of this slow 
progress has been the gambling system 
which Californians have cherished so blindly 
and fatuitously. Millions of dollars which 
ought to have been invested in manufact­ 
ures, in industries, in agriculture, or in 
legitimate commerce, have been sucked 
into the maw of the insatiable Stock Ex­ 
change, only to be employed thenceforward 
in gambling. All that can be said for the 
business is ¿hat it encouraged lavish ex­ 
penditure for a time. The few dealers in 
luxuries prospered during the palmy days 
of the Comstock; but the thousands whose 
money paid their bills went ill-clad. It no 
doubt produced a meretricious glitter and 
glare, such as characterized Paris during 
the corrupt days of the Second Empire, 
but it did not benefit the State, nor.even 
San Francisco. 
And now wo are asked to jubilate over 
the inauguration of a new gambling enter­ 
prise, in which grain is to take the placo of 
mining stocks. W e decline to do it. We 
see in the Grain Exchange project nothing 
but an attem pt to renew the old plunder­ 
ing programme which filled California and 
Pine streets with unscrupulous adventur­ 
ers, and impoverished the public who dealt 
in stocks. The producers will, if they are 
wise, keep away from the new Exchange. 
They have nothing to gain by gambling in 
grain. They are no match for the keen 
and well-trained professional gamblers who 
are undertaking the business. These gam­ 
blers are kites, and they are on the 
look-out for pigeons. If the farmers of 
California are anxious to be plucked, we 
have no doubt that they can be accommo­ 
dated at the Grain Exchange, but men 
who wish to retain the fruits of their labor 
must hold alocf from tho institution. It 
ib nothing but a gambling scheme, and its 
transactions are neither more moral, more 
respectable, nor more useful, than those of 
the gamblars upon whom the police make 
occasional descents. 


THE BOSTON COLLECTORSHIP, 
The telegraph has given a very one­ 
sided account of the facts attending the 
nomination of W orthington for Collector 
of Boston. 
According to that account 
Senators Dawes and Hoar have been mak­ 
ing an unreasonable and factious opposi­ 
tion to the President, and have been 
justly and ignominiously defeated. The 
truth is far otherwise. The nomination 
of W orthington, in the first place, was 
not fit to be made. It was a scandal upon 
the Republican party, for the reason that 
this man’s only notoriety grew out of his 
bitter and even rabid attacks upon the 
principles of Civil Service reform, and his 
impudent defense of the spoils system. 
It is said that Voltaire was once offered a 
Cardinal’s hat, but Voltaire as a Prince of 
the Church would hardly have been a 
more incongruous spectacle than W orth­ 
ington in the service of a party pledged 
in the most solemn way, and by repeated 
oaths, to the reform of the civil service. 
The dispatch about the confirmation of 
this person states that if Dawes and Hoar 
had been willing to put their objection 
upon the ground of “ Senatorial courtesy,*> 
they could have defeated the nomination. 
It is very creditable to Senators Dawes 
and Hoar that they did reíase to put 
their objection upon that ground. They 
took tho one perfectly sound and tenable 
position, namely that the appointment of 
such a man a3 W orthington was a flat 
repudiation of the principles of the Re­ 
publican party, and a shameless indorse­ 


ment of tho spoils system. 
And it is 
discreditable in the extreme to the Repub­ 
lican Senators who voted to confirm the 
appointment that they should have thus 
openly trampled upon the fair professions 
they have heretofore made in this connec­ 
tion. Mr. W orthington’s case, in fact, is 
a fit match to the Mahone case, and 
it 
shows 
how 
rapidly and fatally 
the spoils system is corrupting Con­ 
gress, and how the Republican Senators 
are descending step after step into the 
mire of a narrow and conscienceless partisan­ 
ship. The introduction, on the very day 
which witnessed this ignoble surrender to 
the spoils system, of Senator Pendleton's 
report on behalf of his Civil Service reform 
bill, served to emphasize the extent of the 
surrender still more. In confirming \\ ortb- 
ington the Republican Senators have 
ranged themselves on the side of the spoils 
system beyond a question, for it was a test 
case, and the selection of such an uncom­ 
promising enemy of Civil Service reform 
made it impossible for any Senator to evade 
the issue. 
Messrs. Dawes and Hoar did 
their duty well and persevcringly. 
They 
might have won the day had they been 
willing to take unconstitutional gronnd ; 
had they been willing to reopen the fac­ 
tional and illegitimate contest which the 
Senator waged against President Hayes on 
the appointment question. But because they 
were resolute to adhere to the position 
that the nomination ought to be rejected 
for its impropriety, they have been beaten. 
Assuredly they can well afford to be de­ 
feated under such circumstances, but the 
Republican party cannot afford any inore 
victories of this kind ; victories, that is to 
say, which involve disgrace instead of 
honor, and which commit the party hope­ 
lessly to principles it has repudiated, and 
to methods which are notoriously vicious. 


HOME AND ABROAD. 


GLADSTONE AND THE COMMONS. 
Gladstone appears to have been highly 
exasperated by the charge that the Govern­ 
ment had made a compact with I’arnell 
and the other ‘‘suspects,” but though he 
emphatically denied that anything of the 
kind had taken place, Forster’a statement 
rendered it very difficult to believe that 
some attem pt had not been made in that 
direction, Forster says that when he found 
that such a compact was gravely proposed 
he refused to have anything to do with i t ; 
and as he waa Chief Secretary for Ireland 
at the time, he ia first-rate authority upon 
the whole queation. At this moment it 
looks as though the Government really had 
attempted tom akcacom pactw iththe “ sus­ 
pects,” but that the resignation of Forster 
prevented it, aud that it was subsequently 
abandoned. Of course this is a damaging 
statement to bring forward at such a crit­ 
ical juncture, and Gladstone’s anger at it 
is in no way surprising, for he needs all the 
strength and all the popular confidence he 
can obtain, and if the belief in sncb a hu­ 
miliating bahgain gained currency it would 
injure him very seriously. 


SHIFHEKD’S CONTUMACY. 
Shipherd has informed the Congressional 
Committee that he will not produce any 
documents in his possession relating to the 
Peruvian Company, and that he will not 
give any information in regard to the peo­ 
ple of any kind who have been connected 
with it. On receiving this tlat refusal the 
committee went into executive session, 
and apparently came to the conclusion that 
nothing more conld be done, since Ship­ 
herd was ordered to be discharged, and 
nothing was said of further meetings. As 
this committee declined at the beginning 
of its sessions to inquire whether auy Con 
gressmen were involved in the Peruvian 
Company, it seems possible that Shiphcrd’s 
contumacy has rather relieved than em 
barrassed it. 
Present indications are that 
the “ terror ” will not be examined any 
further, and it is even possible that the 
whole case will be dropped at this point.

W ashington, May 17th.—Shipherd ap­ 
peared before the Foreign Relations Commit­ 
tee this morning with a heavy load of docu­ 
ment*». The Chairrc&u said that the House 
had demanded copies of all the correspond­ 
ence. papers and other evidence in Sbip- 
herd’s possession, showing what he did or 
attempted to do to enforce the claim of the 
Peruvian Company. Shipherd said that he 
would not furniih such papers and evidence 
He was then discharged, and no time fixed 
for his recall. 
Shipherd W rites a Letter. 
W a sh in g to n , M ay 17th.—Shipherd has 
. addressed a letter t> Willi tms, Chairman of 
the Foreign Affairs Committee, and the fol­ 
lowing are the principal points of the docu­ 
ment : “ On the 18th of April last I was no­ 
tified by you officially, in the presence of the 
committee, that my examination would be 
temporarily susoended, with an intimation of 
a recall, which I connected with the instruc­ 
tions given me during the progress of my for­ 
mer examination, with reference to the pro­ 
duction, upon my return from New York, of 
sundry document*» aud correspondence. Di­ 
rectly thereafter James G. Blaine, a volunteer 
witness, was heard for several day?, and later 
Senator Blair. Blaine occupied the entire 
session in addressing the committee, and de­ 
voted a considerable portion of that address 
to the creation of a cloud of apparent 
issue; all new and supported by prima facie 
evidence intended to discredit me as a wit­ 
ness, and to destroy the force of such testi­ 
mony as I had already given. Senator 
Blair’s recollection differed from mine on a 
point which Blaine and his friends deem im­ 
portant, and the whole of Blair’s testimony, 
bo far as it tends tc contradict and discredit 
mine, was grossly incompetent, and much of 
it irrelevant a« well. By permission of the 
committee it has gone into the official record, 
and has gone out to the country as proper 
evidence, and an infiuite wrong has been 
done iu cons quence, not only to me person­ 
ally, but to the very large interests I repre­ 
sent.” 
The letter says that iu obedience to the 
subpena and prior instructions he presents 
himself at the appointed hour, at the place 
appointed, and was asked whether he was 
now prepared to comply literally with the 
demand for information, and that he had no 
choice but to answer in th6 negative. 
The letter continues: 
“ I was then 
peremptorily dismissed, being asked no other 
queation, and being allowed to make no 
statement and no explanation. I now beg to 
notify the committee through you that I am 
prepared, and have at all times siuce the sub- 
pena was served upon me, been prepared to 
supply in effect, although I cannot literally, 
all the evidence called for. I further state 
that this evidence includes au important 
letter from the Fresident f*n newly- 
discovered correspondence with official 
and unofficial representatives in Feru 
and with the Department of State through 
my counsel. 
This documentary evidence, 
wuh much more which I need not here 
specify, enables me to absolutely dispose of 
every imputation upon my veracity and the 
consequent value of ray testimony, which by 
assertion or suggestion ha3 been out into the 
record since I was last heard, and I respectfully 
submit that in the premises my personal right 
as an assailed witness is entitled to consider­ 
ation. In ar.Bwering Blaine and in correcting 
Senator Blair I shall confine myself within 
the name limits bb if addressing a Court of 
judiciary.Tlic Mescalero Apaches. 
W ashington, M»y;17th'.—Agent Llewellyn 
telegraphs the Commissioner of Indian Af 
fairs : “ In view of tho failure of Congress to 
make appropriations for subsisting the Mes­ 
calero Apaches, aud in view of the fact that 
the beef and Hour on hand will only last un­ 
til July 1st, and that these Indians have no 
means of subsisting themselves, it seems to 
me that it will be good policy to transfer 
them to the W ar Department, which should 
take charge of them before starvation com­ 
pels them to commit depredations which will 
naturally lead to great loss of life aud the de­ 
struction of valuable property. As scon as 
the supplies are cut off the military will have 
to act, therefore I think it advisable for the 
troops to take charge of the Mescalero 
Apaches at once. Nothing short of force 
can compel them to remain on the reserva­ 
tion and starve. The action of Congress on 
this matter simply means the Mescaleros’ 
extermination.” 
The Case or Engineer M elville. 
W a sh in g to n , May 17th— The Naval Com­ 
mittee recomended adverse action in the case 
of Chief Engineer Melville, for ressjns fully 
stated in the communications from Secretary 
Chandler in response to an inquiry on the 
part of the committee. The Secretary says 
that while it ia believed that Chief Engineer 
Melville did all in his power for the rescue of 
bis shipmates, information from all sources 
regarding the eearch for Commander De Long 
and his companions is so limited that he can­ 
not recommend the passage of the resolution 
at this time.

ally ; therefore, 
lie it enacted, etc., That all appointees by the 
President of the United States shall be made for a 
period of four years, provided that in ca«e of capa­ 
ble, efficient and faithful service to the Govern­ 
ment, and fidelity to the party in power, they may 
be subject to a further reappointment of four years ; 
but it is expressly provided that in no case shall the 
maximum term of service extend for a longer period 
of time than eight years.

Sacram ento F ruit Growers Discuss the Sub 
Ject of D isinfecting F ruit Packages 


A m atin g of fruit-growers was held at 
Courilar-:d on Tuesday to consider the action 
to be taken in regard to the proposed plan for 
the disinfection of fruit packages at San 
Francisco. W illiam Barry was elected Chair­ 
man, aud stated tnat the object of the meet­ 
ing was to consider whether the proposed plan 
of disinfecting fruit packages at prices stated 
by parties in San Francisca would be acqui­ 
esced in by the fruitgrowers on the Sacra­ 
mento river ; that it was understood that all 
packages, in shipping fruit to San Francisco, 
were required to be disinfected before being 
returned t<* tho orchards 
He stated that 
Mr. Oooke was present by invitation, and 
could probably give them some information 
concerning arrangements made in San 1 ran- 
cisco, with which many of the fruit-growers 
on the Sacramento river were dissatisfied. 
Mr. Cooke said he was present by invita­ 
tion cf Mr. Barry and ethers to explain to 
them, if possible, the necessity of carrying 
out the proposed plan of disinfecting all 
empty fruit packages before being returned 
from market to the orchards. 
In relation to 
the laws for the protection of horticulture 
aud the quarantine 
rules, his duty was 
to enforce them, 
lie has no power to 
abrogate or chango any part of them. 
How­ 
ever, his intention was to use hi* best en­ 
deavors to enforce the laws for the benefit 
of the fruit-growers, an 1 avoid as much as 
possible unnecessary expense. 
In reference 
to the fruit-growers on the Sacramento river, 
he knew nothing of them personally, and was 
sati»fiad that they would use every endeavor 
to comply with the law. 
A t the same time 
he would say that many of the orchards were 
rented or leased to parties who would not 
comply with tho law, if in any way they 
could avoid d ing a ». 
He thought it would 
be au expensive experiment to have to ap­ 
point local inspectors at all points or land­ 
ing*», aud had 
prepared to disinfect all 
packages sent to m arket at such places^ as 
San Francisco, Sac'•amento, Stockton, San 
Jose, etc. 
By adopting this plan the fruit­ 
growers 
cannot 
be 
imposed 
upon 
by 
l>eing 
charged 
an 
exorbitant 
price. 
As 
the 
law 
expres-ly 
states, 
it 
is 
his privilege, or that of his agents, to dismfect 
any material requiring disinfection. 
As to 
the prices spoken of in San Francisco he had 
netting to do with that, further than requir­ 
ing the local inspectora appointed to be pre­ 
pared to disinfect any m aterial required to 
be disinfected, at the request of the owner or 
a n t « . 
Ia order to make the work effective 
it must be general. 
Several Boards of Su­ 
p .: visors had refused to appoint Boards of 
Horticultural Commissioners, as petitioned fOr 
by the fruit growers. 
In such counties there 
was not any organizations with which he 
could advise ; aud it would be difficult to se­ 
cure local inspectors to be paid by fees with­ 
out making a heavy expense on the growers ; 
therefore, the disinfection of all packages was 
the most economical and most efficient plan 
that could be adopted under the circum­ 
stances. 
He referred to the handling of the 
orange crop last season under the quarantine 
laws, which he believed was don8 in a man­ 
ner satisfactory to all concerned. 
However, 
if the fruit-growers insisted on the appoint­ 
ment of local inspectors, he was ready at any 
time to make the appointments, if proper 
persons c¿n be found to perform tho duties 
for the fets piovi led t y law. 
Mr. Barry thou.,ht it was an injustice on 
the fruit-growers to charge one cent for each 
peach basket, and that the whole m atter was 
wrong. 
Also that it was uunectssary to use 
potash, one pound to each twenty gallons of 
water u?ed. 
Mr. Cooke asked the speaker if what he 
had stated in regard to disinfection was from 
personal experience, or did ho know of any 
person uring potaeh producing the results 
stated. 
Answers were given in the negative. 
Sol Runyon said th at s^rue tim e ago he 
had read in the R e c o rd U n io n an item warn­ 
ing f > uit-growers to look after the empty 
boxes held over from last year. 
He imme­ 
diately examined his b <xes, aud fjundm ore 
larvre of c.xiliug moth than ha expected. 
He 
di ‘infected all his boxes by dipping in boiling 
water for three minutes. 
H e broke some 
of the boxes asunder and found all insect life 
destroyed. 
He believed in the plan of disin­ 
fecting the return b.xe?, but was not then 
prepared to m y whether he wished it done 
ui Ban h ra n c iso ^ r at homo. 
He had met 
the parties in San Francisco, and thought the 
w.>rk could be doce satis*¿ctory to all. How­ 
ever lie did not eec, if the law was to be en­ 
forced, that peach baskets could be exempted, 
as they were as liable to carry the moth or 
larvie to the orchards as any other package 
used. 
J . B. Green thought the disinfection would 
be a heavy expoLs\ as a b*.-kct cost 20 cents, 
ar.d was used about seven times. 
The disin- 
f.c ing would make the basket unfit for uaa 
more than three times, which would be equal 
to a cost of aeveu ceats^for each shipm ent; 
that added to freight and commiesion left but 
little to the grower. 
Geo. Green said ho understood that peach 
baskets were exempt. 
A t least he thought 
they should be. 
D. Hollister said he thought the time was 
coming when some precautions should be 
taken to prevent the spread of insect pests, 
but th at the work done at present was only 
experimental. 
Mr. Cooke stated that the work was be­ 
yond experiment in many cases, as success 
has been reached in demonstrating that the 
scale insect and the codling moth could be 
destroyed. 
M r. B:it»»s si id ho believed that something 
should be done, end be favored the plan that 
would be the most efficient to prevent the 
spread of insect pests, and offered, as a mo­ 
tion, th at a committee of three be appointed, 
with power to a c t; that the committee go to 
San Francisco and make such arrangements 
for the disinfection of em pty packages as 
they may think proper. 
Motion carried. 
W hile the Chairman was in consultation 
with the growers as to the persons to be ap­ 
pointed as such committee a general conver­ 
sation ensued by those present. 
Mr. Calloway Raid he was sati-fied it was 
the law, and woHld hava to be complied with, 
though he thought it tyrannical, and should 
be repealed by the next Legislature. 
Sol R ui yon though he could propose a p ’an 
th at would solve the problem. 
He had dis­ 
cussed the question with his neighbors for 
years, and knew they did not agree with him. 
However, he was satisfied the law should be 
amended by an additional section making it a 
misdemeauor to have any empty fruit pack­ 
ages returned to any orchard.

SCIENTIFIC HANGING. 


In the report from London of the execu­ 
tion of Lamson there is one statem ent that 
must have a certain interest in every com­ 
munity in which capital punishment is in­ 
flicted by the scaffold aud rope—that is, 
that the victim’s death was instantaneous. 
He was killed by the fail from the drop ; 
killed instantly, therefore, and did not 
linger through twenty minutes of torture, 
to die at last of strangulation. 
Such an 
execution is humane, aud almost merciful. 
It inflicts the penalty of the law and ex­ 
cludes the gratuitous barbarity of the 
bungler. 
Compare thia with the reports of 
executions here and the result will not be 
creditable to our officials. 
Sindram was 
the other day softly drawn up from the 
earth by a noose about his neck, and so left 
to dangle until the pressure made by his 
own weight should produce suffocation. 
All men hanged here die in that way. 
One experienced prison surgeon eays he 
never saw an execution in thia city in 
which death was caused otherwise than by 
strangulation. 
We donbt if there has 
been one since the old-time gallows and 
drop was abandoned, for this absurd plan 
in which an iron weight falls instead of a 
man. 
Our barbarous and cruel executions 
are a reproach to the criminal authorities, 
and are due to the defect in our official sys­ 
tem which gives us amateurs in office for 
all places, even for that of hangman. 
Mar- 
wood in England is an exceptional haDg- 
ir.an. 
He is a professional executioner. 
He has acquired proficiency in the per­ 
formance cf his peculiar duties by practice 
and study such as are possessed only where 
one holds the place permanently. 
He is 
not a. deputy Sheriff who may go out of 
office upon any accidental political deal. 
\\ e snail not have humane and effective 
executions until we have 
a 
regularly 
trained and salaried hangmaD, who shall 
be a State officer, with authority to apply 
the penalty of the law at any point in the 
State where a criminal is condemned.— 
[New York Herald. 


T h e E i d e r Dcck.—The eider duck is 
widely celebrated on account of the ex­ 
quisitely soft and bright down which the 
• parent plucks from its breast and lays over 
the egg during the process of incubation. 
Taking these, nests is a regular business 
on the northern coasts of Norway and 
Scotland, but it is not devoid of risk on ac­ 
count of the precipitous localities in which 
tne eider duck often breeds. 
The nest is 
made of tine sea weeds, and after the 
mother-bird has laid her complement of 
eggs, she covers them with the soft dowü, 
adding to the heap daily until she com­ 
pletely hides them from view. 
The plan 
usually adopted is to remove both eggs and 
down, when the female lays another set of 
eggs and covers them vvith fresh do^n. 
These are again taken ; and then the male 
is obliged to give his help by taking down 
from his own breast to supply the place of 
that which was stolen. 
The down of the 
male bird is pale colored, and as soon ua it 
is seen in the nests the eggs and down are 
left untouched, in order to keep up the 
breed. 
The eider is a shy, retiring bird, 
placing its nests on islands and rocks pro­ 
jecting well into the sea. 
It is an admir­ 
able diver, its legs being set very far back, 
and obtains much of its food by gathering 
it under the water. 
The bird lays from 
five to six eggs, which aro of a pale green 
color. 
There are generally two broods in 
the year.

FRENCH 
JU R IE S 
AND 
JU R O RS. 


Two interesting incidents were reported 
recently in the French papers. 
According 
to the Code, any juror who, during the 
hearing of the case in which he has been 
sworn, makes a manifestation of opinion, 
may be excluded from the jury, or the 
trial may be adjourned for another hear­ 
ing. 
In the Sougarette case, tried not 
long ago in the Lower Pyrenees, where the 
prisoner was sent to the galleys for life for 
murder and lor participating in another 
murder 
aud 
an 
abortion, 
public 
opinion 
ran 
very 
high, 
and 
while one witness was testifying M. Sable, 
a |juror, clapped his hands. 
One of the 
lawyers at once excepted to him ; and, on 
being questioned by the Court, he declared 
that he had followed and been impressed 
by the fluctuations of the testimony of this 
witness, who, after for a long time denying 
a certain circumstance, suddenly admitted 
it. 
The Court removed him from the box 
and substituted a supplementary juror, 
but a higher tribunal reversed this ac­ 
tion, 
and 
the 
Court 
of 
Cassation 
finally decided that “ the gesture described 
did not constitute an external expression of 
opinion, and that the prisoner had been 
wrongfully deprived of the influence of a 
juror who had been won over to bis side 
by the evidence. ” 
A t the last assizes in 
Paris, when a jury brought in a verdict of 
acquittal, the foreman, according to cus­ 
tom, placed his hand on his heart and be­ 
gan the formula prescribed in the Code: 
“ On my honor and my conscience, before 
(iod and before men, the finding of the 
jury is, etc.,” but omitted the words itali­ 
cized, and on being requested by the Court 
and 
the 
public 
prosecutor 
to 
use 
the 
terms 
prescribed 
by 
law, 
re­ 
plied : 
“ I am conscientiously opposed 
to pronouncing words not in harmony with 
my convictions,” a statement in which 
two of the other jurors joined. The Court 
ordered the jury to retire and choose an­ 
other foreman who had no objection to con­ 
forming with the requirements of the law, 
and this was done. Quite a breeze has been 
raised by the “ Orthodox ” papers over the 
incident, but in point of fact the Court of 
Cassation decided in 1S34 that a Judge 
might accept a verdict without exacting 
anything beyond tho declaration that it 
was rendered on “ the honor and con­ 
science of an honest man.”
